The International Baccalaureate program at Harry Ainlay is one of the largest and most 
successful IB programs in Canada with over 701 pre-IB and IB students. International 
Baccalaureate is a program that challenges highly motivated students to develop critical 
thinking skills that will help prepare them for academic studies at University. Students 
who complete IB courses can earn advanced University credit and placement for the work 
that they have done at high school. Students value the dynamic classroom environment, 
individual instruction, challenging curriculum, dedicated teachers, and most of all, the 
opportunity to develop time-management, self-confidence, and leadership skills. Some 
of our IB students choose to earn the full IB Diploma by completing six rigorous courses, 
in addition to a 4000 word extended essay, completion of a Theory of Knowledge course, 
and at least 150 CAS (Community, Action, Service) hours in grade 11 and 12. This helps 
to create students that are well rounded and who can engage themselves in the world 
beyond the textbook. IB students are service-minded students that often take up im- 
portant causes. High academic achievement, along with service to the community, has 
helped many of our IB students to earn scholarships for post-secondary study. 871 Harry 
Ainlay students have graduated with the full IB diploma since our first IB class graduated 
in 1984, and 75 more students are attempting to join their ranks this year. In addition, 
this year 125 partial IB students will write IB certificates in at least one of our courses 
which include: English, History, Japanese, German, French, Math, Biology, Chemistry, 
Physics, Art, Theatre Arts, and Music, We are very proud to note that the class of 2008 
will be our 25th graduating class of IB students and that the class of 2009 will include our 
1000 IB Diploma Candidate. We will celebrate these major milestones by inviting all past, 
present, and future IB students back to Harry Ainlay on Sept 19th and 20th for a banquet, 
graduation, and reunion activities that will also seek to raise money for IB scholarships.

Good Evening ladies and gentlemen, honoured 
guests, families and members of Harry Ainlay’s grad- 
uating class of 2008. Your theme song for this year’s 
graduation “Our Lives” serves as a spring board for 
my words this evening. 30 years ago, very much 
like you are this evening, I sat in an audience and 
listened as myself and my fellow graduands were 
congratulated on our accomplishments and encour- 
aged to pursue future goals and dreams, My role 
this year is very different, both with you this evening 
and with Edmonton Public Schools. To some of you, 
your memory of me, as mine is of yours, may be as 
vivid as the first day our paths crossed or as dim as a 
distant star. Although we have not been together for 
a year, our lives have influenced not only the experi- 
ences you have had, but very well the ones which 
lay ahead. 

As I reflect upon my experiences, I look fondly back 
at this time in my life. Much like you, I had parents 
who cared, friends who mattered and teachers who 
made a difference. I looked forward to the larger 
world that awaited me with a sense of confidence 
that now, looking back, amazes me in the naivety of 
my dreams, Little did 1 know, or was I prepared for 
the world that, in reality lay ahead. 

In a few short months, your lives, which until now, 
have been gently controlled and guided will enter a 
new stage. The freedoms that you have sought, the 
responsibilities that you feel you are capable of will 
now not only be within your grasp but very well may 
be foisted upon you. The tension that many of you 
have felt over the past few years between yourselves 
and the significant adults in your life is one that is 
age old, but necessary. It is the struggle between 
the voice of experience and one spent working to 
create opportunities and your freedom from those 
exact things. There is a story I would like to share 
with you: 

*A young man sought out a wise Sage and asked 
how it was possible to gain good, sound judgement, 
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° The Sage replied that in order to have good judge- 
ment, it comes from experience in different situa- 
tions. *The young man then asked how does one 
get experience? *The Sage replied, just have poor 
judgement. 

This is not something to fear or something to ig- 
nore or take lightly. Your journey to this point has 
been, for the most part relatively void of the peaks 
and valleys that you will soon experience. These 
peaks and valleys are neither obstacles to avoid nor 
insurmountable if you attack them, It is important 
though, that you chose wisely which things to attack, 
which to avoid. The key is not to do so by yourself. 
In the 6th century BC, in the The Art of War, Sun Tzu 
wrote; “So it is said that if you know your enemies 
and know yourself, you will fight without danger in 
battles. If you only know yourself, but not your op- 
ponent, you may win or may lose.If you know neither 
yourself nor your enemy, you will always endanger 
yourself.” This quote serves as reminder that to exist 
alone, to be unaware or uncaring of those around us 
carries risk. Our lives, you see, are intertwined with 
many others, some plainly obvious, but many are ab- 
stract. Each and every person here this evening has 
an interest in what will become of you. In a world of 
increasing depersonalization, it is essential that you 
understand your role and the affect you can have. 
You are not simply a commodity, which can be con- 
structed or deconstructed on a whim. As we cele- 
brate this evening, all of us have had the opportunity 
to see many of the faces that will cross this stage this 
evening and to hear many names that we may not be 
familiar with, but whose lives are as intertwined with 
Ours as ours are with them. From the earliest days 
of exploration, people looked to the stars for naviga- 
tion; not only to find where they were, but where 
they were going. They not only told time, but de- 
termined changes of the seasons. Special occasions 
and ages were also marked by the unchanging stars. 
In the night sky, there are innumerable stars. Some 
are young, some are old. Some shine brightly, oth- 
ers not. Yet, all of these stars make up constellations 
that are depended upon. 

Imagine for a moment what the Big Dipper would 
be without the North Star. I wonder if any of us 
would be able to identify, by name, the stars that 
make up this familiar night time sight. A constella- 
tion is not made of one star. All of the stars, young 
and old, bright or fading, make it what it is. These 
very stars serve many purposes, mostly unknown 
to one another, many undiscovered, yet all work in 
concert for a greater purpose. 

* Will one of you become a doctor or researcher 
who will discover or contribute to the cure for can- 
cer? AIDS? * Will one of you become the next inven- 


tor of a GOOGLE, YAHOO! or a Microsoft and alter 
the very fabric of our society? * Will one of you be- 
come a teacher who will inspire just one person or a 
generation? * Will one of you, through your work as 
an artist, a sculptor, a designer contribute to the aes- 
thetics of our world? ¢ Will one of you build a house, 
weld a structure, construct a road that contributes 
to society? Will one of you change someone's day 
or life through a simple act or gesture? 

As I prepared my speech for this evening, I looked 
back at words I had spoken to past graduating 
classes, reflecting on the quotes that I had used, to 
hopefully, encourage, inspire and cause everyone to 
consider their role and the part they have to play. In 
the past, the quotes I have drawn from were from 
philosophers, poets, authors, presidents, some 
familiar, many not. Tonight, I draw from someone 
who is familiar to all of our lives. 

In “On Beyond Zebra”, Dr. Suess wrote: 

Said Conrad Cornelius o'Donald o'Dell,/ My very 
young friend who is learning to spell:/ “The A is for 
Ape. /And the B is for Bear./ The C is for Camel. The 
H is for Hare./ The M is for Mouse. And the R is for 
Rat./ I know all the twenty-six letters like that... “... 
through to Z is for Zebra. I know them all well.”/ Said 
Conrad Cornelius o’Donald o’Dell./ “So now I know 
everything anyone knows/ From beginning to end. 
From the start to the close./ Because Z is as far as the 
alphabet goes./ “Then he almost fell flat on his face 
on the floor/ When | picked up the chalk and drew 
one letter more!/ A letter he never had dreamed of 
before!/ And I said, “You can stop, if you want, with 
the Z/ Because most people stop with the Z/ But not 
me!’/ “In the places I go there are things that I see 
That I never could spell if I stopped with the Z./ I'm 
telling you this ‘cause you're one of my friends.

"NOW the letters he uses are something to 
see! Most people still stop at the Z.../ But not HE!

Live your 
life to the fullest, learn from your past experiences 
and strive to excel.
